Ryrum gave a full account of the rob- 
bery at Macomb, telling the part that each 
member of the gang played in the hold- 
up. After the robbery, he said, the entire 
band went to an old vacant house severu! 
miles from Macomb, made a light and di- 
vided the booty. There was about $6 
to each man and some watches and other 
valuables, Seme of the money was dam- 
aged by the explosion of dynamite.

WASHINGTON, June 3.—It is announced 
on semi-official authority that no direct 
call for more volunteers will be made for 
some time, if at all, though, as the state- 
ment gors, if, after a time, it should ap- 
pear wise to add 10,000 provisionals to the 
66,000 regulars, this can be done without 
any formal call. The President may simply 
authorize the Secretary of War to accept 
volunteers to the number of 10,000. These 
10,000 may include several of the recently

*. President—I have the honor to place 
in your excellency’s hands the royal letter 
by which Her (Majesty, the Queen Regent 
of Spain, In the name of her august son, 
King Don Alfonso XIII., accredits me near 
this Government in the capacity of Envoy 
Ae TeOrSINAry and Minister Plenipoten- 

ary. 

“I have come to renew the felations of 
friendship which have existed from of old 
between Spain and the United States and 
which were interrupted by the war of last 
year, The treaty of peace which Spain has 
Signified put an end to the war, and now, 
looking only to the future, Spain desires 
that her relations with this republic may 
be as friendly as they were in t'mes past, 
and from the days in which this country 
Was struggling to gain its independence. 
It is my task to contribute to the renewal 
of these relations, to strengthen them, and 
to draw them closer; and, in the discharge 
of it I hope to be aided by the kindness 
and co-operation of your excellency and 
of your Government.” 

The President responded as follows: 

“Mr. Minister—I receive with the greatest 
gratification the letter by which Her Ma- 
jesty, the Queen Regent of Spain, in the 
name of her august son, King Alfonso 
XIIl., has accredited you near this Gov- 
ernment as Envoy Extraordinary and Min- 
ister Plenipotentiary. 

“You will find, Mr. Minister. a cordial 
welcome in th!s country, not only from 
those whose friendship you acquired dur- 
ing your former residence, but from all 
our people, who rejoice, as I do, at the 
renewal of the ancient bonds of amity 
which, with a brief interruption, have united 
our nations for more than 100 years. That 
these friendly relations may be confirmed 
and strengthened, to the advantage of both 
peoples, is my earnest wish, and I can as- 
sure you that every member of this Gov- 
ernment will heartily co-operate with you 
to that desirable end.” 

At the conclusion of the address. the 
President stepped forward and shook hands 
cordially with the new Minister and they 
engaged in conversation in a low tone for 
& minute or two. The President gracefully 
inguired after the health of the Queen Re- 
gent and the King. 

The ceremony to-day was in striking con- 
trast with the meeting that occurred in 
the Same room April 7, 1£98, two weeks be- 
fore diplomatic negotiaticns were broken 
off, when the representatives of the six 
great powers of Europe, Great’ Britain, 
France, Germany, Russia, Austria and 
Italy, made a final effort to avert the im- 
pending war by presemting a joint note of 
the powers in the interest of a peaceful 
solution of the Cuban problem. The Presi- 
dent upon that occasion still clung to the 
hope that peace would reign, but he dis- 
tinctly impressed the representatives of the 
powers that Spain must afford the neces- 
sary guarantees for the re-esiablishment of 
order on the island. The President’s words 
showing his genuine destre to avoid a con- 

ict at arms, but his firm resolve that or- 

er must come out of the chaos then 
reigning in Cuba, are well worthy of re- 
cording now: 

“The Government of the United States,’’ 
he said, “recognizes the good will which 
has prompted the friend!y communication 
of the representatives of Germany, Austria- 
Hungary, France, Great Britain, Italy and 
Kussiafi as set forth in the address of your 
excellencies, and shares the hope therein 
expressed that the outcome of the situation 
in Cuba may be the maintenance of peace 
between the United States and Spain by 
affording the mecessary guarantees for the 
re-establishmem of order in the island, so 
terminating the chronic condition of dis- 
turbance there, which so deeply injured the 
interests and menaces the tranquility of 
the American nation by the character and 
consequences of the struggle thus kept up 
at our doors.

I stayed there 
until Friday, and then went to the Beau- 
regards’ flat. Yesterday Mr. Beauregard 
,came to me. He gave me $10 and told me 
to leave the city. | then went to my aunt's 
home at White Oak Ridge. I don't know 
why I did this, except I wae ill and need- 
ed money.”’ 

There is little doubt that the plot to kid- 
nap Marion Clark was hatohed at No, 13 
'Varick street, which is an annex to the 
Mills Hotel No. 1 in Bleecker street. There 
is reason to believe that the conspirators 
did not have Marion Clark in view when 
they resolved to steal a child, but that the

answer the advertisement for a nurse, and

Mrs. Barrow, who is the daughter of

years old, and was soon afterward married 
to Barrow. For a time she worked as 
waltress in the Mills Hotel, where Belle 
Anderson was also employed, and it was 
there that the three kidnappers first be- 
came acquainted. Later they occupied the 
fame flat and formed the plot of abduc- 
tion. All three claimed to be members of 
the Salvation Army.

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WYOMING BANDITS BELIEVED TO 
HAVE SECURED 360,000. 


HELD UP A FAST MAIL TRAIN. 


Sheriff’s Posse Pursuing the Outlaws, 
and the Union Pacific Has Of- 
fered a Large Reward. 


LARAMIE, Wyo., June 3.—The Sheriff 


and State offic'als express little fear that 
the robbers who held up the Union Pac-fic 
fast mail and blew open the express com- 
pany’s safe at Wilcox Siding early yes- 
terday morning. will escape capture. 

Posses are being sent in every direction. 
This is the time of-the round-up for horse 
and cattle men, and 
take the trail. The robbers are beiieved to 
be @ part of the gang who hold out in the 
Blue Mountains, near Moab, Utah, who lost 
four of their men last year near Thomp- 
sons Springs, on the Rio Grande Western 
Railway Several unsuccessful attempts 
have been made to break them up, but they 
have managed to elude the officers. 

The hold-up was accomplished by waving 
a danger signal a short distance east of 
Wilcox bridge Engineer ‘“Grindstone”’ 
Jones resisted, when one of the robbers 
climbed on his engine and struck him on 
the head, giving him a severe scalp wound. 
He was made to cut his eng:ne loose from 
the train at the point of a gun. The rob- 
bers drove the express messenger from his 
car, and then exploded a charge of dyna- 
mite under it. The car was wrecked, and 
the mail car next to it badly damaged. The 
robbers then exploded a charge of dyna- 
mite under the Wilcox bridge, cutting off 
communication between the train and en- 
ine, and tieing up all trains after the 
bridge was blown up. 

Bs > authority it is stated the robbers 
— rec $60,000 in cash. According to the 

Miclals of the express company only a 
nominal! 6um was obtained. 

Conductor Storey Says that the robbers 
flagged the train with red and white lights 
and stopped it about a mile and a half west 
of Wilcox. There were six im the gang, and 
lour of them got on the engine. The con- 
ductor came forward to agcertain what 
stopped them, and one of the four men on 
the engine covered him with his gun, ana 
cumpelled him to remain quiet. The two re- 
maining bandits went for the ma!! car. 
Mhey cut off the tourist and special cars. 
aod took the remainder of the train a mile 
further west. There they blew in the 
side door of the mail Car, and during the 
excitement Storey got away and ran back 
to flag 'lte second secticn and prevent a 
collieion. Then the robbers tried to blow up 
the bridge, but without Pnflicting sufficient 
damago to cut off pursuit. 

The next move of the gang was to take 
the mail ard express cars to, the top of 
the hill, between Aurora emd Wilcox. where 
they blew open the eafe. The express mat- 
ter was badly damaged, but the baggage 
escaped with only slight injury. 

The railroad officials offer a reward of 

$1000 a head for the robbers. They give the 
following descriptions of ‘the men: 
: No. 1, leader—About 50 years of age, 5 
feet 7 or 8 inches, thin around nose, large 
eyes with large quantity of white, small 
eyebulls, slouch hat with light canvas 
coat, probable weight 157 pounds. 

No. 2—Dark complexion, black woolly hair 
slouch hat, dark suit. very rough in his 
language, about 5 feet 9 or 10 inches. weight 
about 170 pounds. 

No. 3—About 5 feet 8 or 9 inches. black 
hair, 165 pounds, black hat and black suit 
large shoes or boots. 

No. 4—Small man, about 6 feet 6 or 7 
inches, dark complexion, green hat. and 
wore pants inside of boots, vulgar in lan- 
guage, probable weight 160 pounds. 

No. 5—Small man, welght about 145 
pounds, drooping white cowboy hat. wore 
canvas leggins. black leather shoes, pants 
either brown cloth of corduroy, light over- 
eoat, medium length; had Texan twang 
about his talk; had carbine with wood to 
within 5 inches of end of muzzle.

MAIL CLERK BRUCE’S STORY. 


Ti:ainmen Resisted the Robbers Until 

Dynamite Was Used. : 
OGDEN, Utah, June 3.—W. G. Bruce, one 
of the mail -clerks on the train that was 
robbed in Wyoming, has arrived at Ogden. 


He said that when the train was stopped 
the robbers came to his car and ordered 
him to open the door. He refused and the 
rohbers began shooting into the car from 
beta sides. Bruce turned out the lights. 
Then a stick of dynamite was placed un- 
der the deor and it was shattered. The 
clerks, fearing the car would be blown to 
proc. opened the door. One of the rob- 
~rs stuck his gun imto the car and fired, 
but the bullet did no damage. ‘The lights 
were then turned on and the clerks got out 
of the oar. 

The clerks in the Portland mall car were 
also ordered eut and the party of clerks 
and trainmen were stood up in a line and 
guarded by one man. A demand wae then 
made of Ermest Woodcock, the express 
messenger, to open his car, but he refused. 
A couple of shots were fired into the car 
and the door blown off. The express and 
mail cars were run down the track a mile 
or two to the camp of the robbers. There 
the trainmen were placea about 10 feet 
from the track and about twenty sticke of 
aynamite were «xploded on top of the safe 
in the express car. The explosion wrecked 
the car and split the safe wide open. Five 
of the robbers carried away two loads each 
from the sefe and must have secured a 
large amoumt of plunder. When the rob- 
hery Was complete the roLbers walked leis- 
urely up the hill north and disappeured in 
the darknes.. Two houre were consumed in 


the robbery.

Rival Forees in Samoa Drill 
and Build Forts. 


WHITES ARE IN MUCH ALARM. |

ADVERSE DECISION WILL NOT 
QUIET MATAAFANS. 


The Two Kings Are to Be Given a 
Hearing by the Joint Commission, 
the Leader of the Rebels Being 
Assured.a Safe Journey. 


APIA Samoa, May 19, Via San Francisco. 
June 3—When Acmiral Kautz issued his 
proclamaticn of April 23, Girecting Mataafa 
and his following to keep beyond certained 
fixed limits around Apia, the prescribed dis- 
trict covering &n area 12 miles long and six 
miles broad, followed by a notification to 
Mataafa thal unless the rebels were outside 
the prescribed limits in 24 hours, fire would 
be opened upon them wherever they could 
be reached, this ultimatum brougtht about 
an immediate and unconditional complance 
with the Admiral’s directions. 

From ,that time up to date there has 
been no conflict with the rebels. Capt. Stur- 
dee of Hl. M. 8S. Porpoise, accompanied by 
Rev. William Huckett of the London Mis- 
sion Society, paid the rebel camp at Fua- 
lenla a visit the day following “ee fh order 
to avoid mistake in the future went over 
the boundary line with several Mataafa 
chiefe, who promised to keep the peace 
until uhe commussion should have had time 
to act. . 

The district which the rebels have evac- 
vated is quite large enough to supply food 
to the Matietcans in Apia. 

Fince the rebels went to Falenla a strong 
patrol of 700 or 800 men daily make the 
rounds. Severa! cases of iooting have been 
reported and ‘where it has been possible to 
find out the offenders they have.been s3¢e- 
verely punished. The large fort at Lo- 
topta hase been destroyed by the Malieto- 
ans and it is reported that Mataafa is high- 
ly enrage4 at this, claiming that in the 
event of his wishing to return to the same 
after the commission has made known its 
Gecision, he ought to have been allowed 
to do so. In the meantime, he is building 
forts inland of the town of Falenla and his 
followers stoutly declare. that even if the 
commiseioners are unanimous against him, 
he will never acknowledge Tanu as King. 

In the meantime the rebels are strength- 
ening their positions, sending out messen- 
gers for their sympathizers to come and 
join them, and are busily engaged manu- 
facturing cartridges. The loyalists, on the 
other haad, are fortifying their intrench- 
ments around Apia and are being dally 
drilled and instructed by officers from the 
different warehips. A four-inch gun has 
been taken from H. M. 8. Torch and is 
now mounted at Mulium in such a posi- 
tion as to command the wiole of the west- 
ern portion of the municipality. 

The great qucstion is, will the commission 
order the disarmament of the natives? If 
they do not, it is the cpinicn of almost 
avery white resident that these islands will 
no longer be cafe to live in and many de- 
clare that if the natives ere to retain thelr 
rifes. no mattcr what solution of the Sa- 
moan question is made, they will not live 
hcre at the mercy of the next lot of rebeis. 

Thanks to magnificent weather, a splendid 
supply of water and fresh meat dally, the 
troops are in the best of health and officers 
and men alike, now that they are accus- 
tomed to the islands and to their work, are 
all looking splendid. 

lt is the intention of Admiral Kautz to 
leave here three days after this writing. 
He gees that the commission will be a long 
time over its labors and that auring that 
time noting will be done by the war ves- 
sels. The Badger and the’Brutus are both 
here in Amertcan interests and the Newark 
is expected in three weeks at least; there- 
fore there is no need for him to walt here 
a long period doing nothing. 

The Commissioners have elected § Mr. 
Tripp chairman. On their arrival they _re- 
ceived letters of welcome from King Ma- 
lietoa Tanu and from Mataafa. Both let- 
ters were acknowledged. 

They are to have an interview with King 
Tanu and Mataafa, and five of his chiefs 
are coming to Apia at the request of the 
Commissioners and they have guaranteed 
him safe passage to and from Apia. 

In connection with the kingship proceed- 
ings, the Commissioners wrote, asking the 
Chief Justice if he would forward them 4 
eopy of the docket on file in the Supreme 
Court. This the Chief Justice did. At the 
same time he, in writing, informed tne 
Commissioners that he did so from a de- 
sire to ald them in their investigation, that 
he claimed for himself and his court, ‘not- 
withstanding the presence of the Commis- 
sion in Apia, the full power and functions 
of the court as exercised in the past, and 
that his action must in no way be regarded 
as abrogating those powers or privileges. 

Dr. Solf. who was nominated as _ presi- 
ent of the municipality, arrived by the last 
steamer from San Francisco. He is on the 
horns of a dilemma. A president sent out 
by the three treaty powers, and yet he is no 
president, for the reason that he was un- 
able to get into office and assume hfs du- 
ties before the arrival of the Commission- 
ers. The Berlin treaty requires that the 
president shall be appointed by the Samoan 
Government... When he got to Apia he 
found Tanu installed as King and recog- 
nized by the United States and Great Brit- 
ain. but not by his own Government. 

The Commissioners have superseded all 
hitherto existing authority in Samoa, an 
as such do not see the necessity at the 
present for a president.

LIQUID AIR. 


The lecture of Mr. Charles E. Tripler on liquid air, printed 
in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, encourages the hope that the 
claims set up for this new power are well founded. 

That there is plenty of power in liquid air is acknowledged 
but men of science have not agreed upon its practicability as 
a motor. If it ig possible to direct and control it it will prob- 
ably supersede steam and perhaps electricity. 

Admiral Schley seems to think it has possibilities as an ex- 
plosive. “Give us this air for the navy,” he said; “and we 
will have the most powerful navy in the world.” 

We may exnect a definite conclusion from experiments now 
going on which will show how far it is practicable to employ 
the new force. If the result is favorable it will to a consid- 
erable extent revolutionize industry.

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A MONOPOLY OF PRIVILEGES. 


Gov. Stephens is reported to be examining the street ra 
way monopoly bill with a view of determining whether or n 
it favors the formation of a trust. 

It is unnecessary for the Governor to waste time on an ex- 
amination of that kind. The bill offers to the combine pro- 
moters all the advantages of a trust-enabling act. Its object 
is to legalize a monopoly. It provides for the consolidation 
of all street railways under one management, for the abso- 
lute shutting out of all competition and the unlimited issue 
of stocks and bonds to absorb the valve of franchise monopoly. 
There is the milk in the cocoanut. All the transportation 
of the cities of Missouri in which the street railway syndi- 
cate may choose to operate can, under this measure, be con- 
solidated and the monopoly be made secure. The monopo- 
lists will have the privilege, long sought by the street car 
magnates, of increasing the capitalization of the street rail- 
ways to absor) the present and future values of monopoly 
franchises. An enormous burden will be laid upon the backs 
of the people of the Missouri cities. 

If this bill becomes law by the Governor's signature, citl- 
zens will not be able, as they are now, to protest against 
misranagement or abuse on one line by taking another. All 
street railway transportation will be under the control of one 
syndicate. The rmonopoly will have a “‘cinch’’ on the city. 

Heretofbre street railway interests have corrupted city poli- 
tics and promoted boodle combines. Under monopoly their 
political interests will be concentrated and municipal politics 
will be dominated by a street railway ring. . 

The bill is specifically in the interest of trust concentration 
and monopoly. Its passage would have been a disgrace to 
any Legislature, but it is especially disgraceful to a Demo- 
cratic Legislature pledged to oppose monopoly. It is intended 
to create the worst kind of monopoly—a monopoly of fran- 
chise privileges. 

Gov. Stephens cannot approve this measure without proving 
faise to his avowed principles and pledges.
